The Man Evidently Demented—Papers De-
scribing & Fancled Consplracy for His
Ruiln Found on Him-The Clergyman
Admits Knowledge of the Man.

NEw YorxK, Nov. 29,—As Dr. Joln Hall,
reetor of the Fifth Avenue Presbyteri
Church, was passing from the church to the
parsonage adjoining, just after the close of
the morning services to-day, a man named
John G. Rath, a German, 45 yearsold,
stepped from behind s wagon on the oppo-
gite side of the avenue and fired three shots
in quick snccession st the reverend gentle-
man as he was about ascending the steps of
his residence.

The first shot struck the stone stoop of
the dootor’s house, the second perforated
one of the glass panels of the front door and
the third fisttened itself against the side of
the house. The shooter coolly put the pis-
tol in his pocket, while two members of
Dr. Hall’s church jumped uwpon him and
held him until the arrival of an officer. He
made no resistance.

HEYDRICK'S AFPOINTMERT APPROVED.

1 Satisfacti With the Selection

Made by Governor Pattison.
HARRISBURG, Nov. 29.—[Special.]—The
arrival of TAE DISPATCH this morning was
the first information that nearly everybody
in Harrisburg had that Judge Heydrick, of
Franklin, had been appointed to the seat on
the Supreme Bench made vacant by the
death of Justice Clark. Really nobody
knew of it outside of the Governor and his
official family.

CONVERTED TO CATHOLICISM.

An Episcopal Clergyman  Tells Why- He
Has Changed His Religion.

BosToxN, Nov.29.—[ Special.]—Rev. James
Field Spalding, rector'of Christ Ohurch,
Cambridge, one of the oldest Episcopalian
parishes in the country. to-day gave his
ressonmfor resigning the rectorship and ac-
cepting Roman Catholicism.

For the past month or more the wates
in use in Pittsburg for domestic purposes
has been very pereeptibly tainted with kere
osene oil. At times this wasso marked
that it could be tasted in a glass of drinking
water. Within the past two or three days
the oily taste has become absolutely naue
seating, and complaints about it are numer-
ons and genernl. Yesterday it was evon
complained that the taste was so strong thit
dinners prepared with the fluid drawn from
the eity water pipes were tainted with the
oleaginons flavor.

When the nuisance was first complained
of & month or more ago it was supposed
that the Bear Creek Hefining Company had
been allowing the residuum from its works
just above the Brilliaat pumping-station to
flow into the river. The' Allegheny river
was very low—Ilower than it had been for
many years—and it was believed that on
account of the small amount of ‘water in the
channel & quantity of the residunm that
wonld be unnoticeable during sn averags !
stage of water became very disagreeabla :
when the proportion of water was redaced.

Chief Bigelow, in whose charge the water
supply is, made an investigation of the sube
ject recently, and found that the Bear
Creek Refining Company was burning all
the residuum, and that nothing was being
run into the river from its works A
smaller refinery further up the river was
also investigated, but it was found that tha
residunm there was also consumed snd none
was emptied into the river.

Chief Bigslow's Theory.

Then Chief Bigelow in easting about for
an explanation for the matter, found that in
some places the black tar-like oil residuund
had adbered to the rocks along the edges
and bottom of the river, and that was prob=
ably being washed off by the water through
some action of a chemical character that he
could not explain. Aecording to his theory,
Chuef Bigelow expected the oily condition
would dissppear when s good rain came to
swell the river.

Bat, on the contrary, when  the higl§
water eame, the trouble seemed to be age
gravated, and yesterday in all parts of tha |
city the complaints were nomerons. Water '
drawn from kitchen fsacets and allowed t9
stand s few moments, gathered an oily film
ou top, smelled of vil, and when the hand wag
placed in it oil could be felt.

eooking the oil conld benoticed on victuals,
Complaints of nausea and sickness at the
stomach after taking a drink of water werg
common. The trouble seemed to prevail in
the East End as well as in the lower part of
the city. Allegheny and the Southside
were fres from the oily inconvenience,
Chief Bigelow was seen at his residence
last night and asked if he had any other exs
planation to offer for the existing coune
dition.
